NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 31s/ May 1976 

S. O. 387(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 47A of the Road Trans¬ 
port Corporation Act, 1950, (64 of 1950) read with sub-section (J) of section 56 of the 
North-Eastern Areas (Re-organisation) Act, 1971, (81 of 1971), the Central Government, 
after consultation with the Governments of the States of Assam and Meghalaya, approves 
the scheme forwarded by the Government of Meghalaya relating to the re-organlsation 
of tho Assam and Meghalaya States Road Transport Corporation, and for the purpose 
of giving effect to the said scheme, hereby makes the following Order, namely;— 

PART I—PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) This Order may be Called the Assam and Megha¬ 
laya States Road Transport Corporation (Re-organisatlon) Order, 1976, 

(2) It shall come Into force on the 1st day of June, 1976. 

2, Definitions.—Tn this Order, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) “Act” means the Road Transport Corporations Act, 1950, (64 of 1950); 

(b) "appointed day” means the day on which this Order comes into force;

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(c) “balance sheet” means the audited balance sheet of the existing Corporation a* 

on the 31st March, 1970; 

(d) “existing corporation” means the Assam and Meghalaya States Road Transport 

Corporation established under the Act and functioning and operating imme¬ 
diately before the appointed day; 

(e) “prescribed ratio” in relation to the re-constituted Corporation and the Gov¬ 

ernment of Meghalaya means the ratio of 10:1; ' 

(f) “reconstituted corporation” means the existing Corporation as re-constituted 

under paragraph 3 of this Order; 

(g) "successor authorities” means in relation to the existing Corporation the re¬ 

constituted Corporation and the Government of Meghalaya; 

(h) the various terms and headings of accounts mentioned in this Order shall have 

the meanings respectively assigned to them In the balance sheet. 

PART H—RE-CONSTITUTION OF THE EXISTING CORPORATION 

3. Exclusion of certain areas from the operation of the existing Corporation and Its 
reconstttuton.—(1) Save as otherwise provided in part V of this Order, as from the ap¬ 
pointed day, the existing Corporation shall cease to function in the territories of the 
State of Meghalaya and, as from the appointed day, the existing Corporation shall be 
deemed to have been reconstituted by the Government of Assam under the Act. 

(2) The capital provided to the existing corporation—- 

(a) by the Central Government (represented by the North East Frontier Railway) 

before the appointed day; and 

(b) (i) by the Government of Assam as the capital existed on the 31st March, 1970, 

to the extent of 10/11th of such capital; and 

(ii) by the Government of Assam after the 31st March, 1970, but before the ap¬ 
pointed day, 

shall be deemed to have been provided by the Central Government (represented by the 
North East Frontier Railway) or the Government of Assam, as the case may be, to the 
reconstituted corporation and. as from the appointed day. the liability of the existing 
corporation on account of such capital shall be the liability of the reconstituted corporation: 

Provided, that the liability of the existing corporation on account of the balance of 
capital provided to it bv the Government of Assam as on the list March. 1970. shall b- 
deemed to be extinguished on the allocation of assets and liabilities as specified in Part III 
of this Order. 

(3) The reconstituted Corporation shall pay to the Government of Meghalaya interest 
for the period from the 1st April, 1970. upto the day immediately preceding the appointed 
day at 6i per cent per annum, on such amount ns bears to the total canita] invested in 
the existing Corporation by the State of Assam before the 1st April, 1970, the ratio of 
one-eleventh. 

PART HI—DIVISIONS OF ASSETS AND OTHER LIABILITIES 

4. Assets and liabilities to be divided as on 3lst March. 1970.—The assets and liabili¬ 
ties of the existing Corporation, other than those dealt with In paragraph 3, as shown 
in the balance sheet shall be divided between the successor authorities In accordance with 
this part. 

J. Division of liabilities.—(1) The provisions for the Depreciation Reserve Fund or 
other such funds, as reflected In the balance-sheet as on the 31st March. 1970 shall be 
divided between the two successor authorities in the prescribed ratio Tf no nrovision has 
been made for such funds, adequate provision shall be made and division effected in the 
ratio indicated above. 

(2) The Insurance. Reserve Fund shall be divided between the successor authorities in 
the same proportion in which the total number of vehicles of the existing Corporation as 
on the 31st March, 1970 is physically divided between those authorities. 

(3) The Property Insurance Fund shall be divided ip the same proportion in which the 
capital value (book value) of the property insured from the said Fund, as on the 31st 
March, 1970 if divided, 
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(4) The provisions for General or any other Reserves, by whatever description, as 
reflected m tne balance sheet, shall be divided between the successor authorities m the 
prescribed ratio. 


(5) The amount at the credit of the Contributory Provident Fund of each employe* 
of the existing Corporation, who is allotted to the Government of Meghalaya, shall be 
transferred to that Government with effect from the date of transfer of the employee. 

(6) All dues (arrears of salary or otherwise) payable to the employees transferred to 
the Government ot Meghalaya from the existing or the reconstituted Corporation, until the 
date of such transfer, shall be payable by the reconstituted Corporation. 


(7) The Government of Meghalaya shall be liable for payment of pension, gratuity and 
leave salary, to the employees of the exisUng Corporation taken over on final absorption 
by it from flic date ot such taking over, ihat btate Government shall also recover all 
advances and loans outstanding against such staff. 


(8) The interest payable by the existing Corporation, for the period upto the 31st March, 
1970, on the capital provided to that Corporation shall be allocated— 

(a) where it is payable on the capital provided by the Central Government, on 

behalf ot due North East Frontier Railway, to the reconstituted Corporation; 

(b) where it is payable on the capital provided by the Government of Assam to tho 

Governments of Assam and Meghataya in the ratio of 10:1. 


) 

(9) The liability on account of any security deposit made by an employee of the existing 
Corporation shall stand transferred to the reconstituted Corporation. 

6. Division of Assets^—(1) The lands and buildings of the existing Corporation fAia.ll, 
if they arc situated within the State ot Assam, pass to the reconstituted Corporation and if 
they are situated within the State of Meghalaya pass on to the Government of that State. 

(2) All the existing 26 Ambassador Cars on the Gauhati-Shillong route shall be allocated 
to the Government of Meghalaya, provided it desires to take them over. 

(3) The 112 trucks employed on the Gauhati-Shillong route shall be divided between 
the Government of Meghalaya and the reconstituted Corporation in the ratio of 92:20. 
Tnis ratio shall apply separately to the vehicles m working order and to those which are 
not in such order provided, however, that the Government of Meghalaya may take over 
only such number of the vehicles not in working order as it may desire. 

(4) 9 buses actually in use as on the 1st J'anuary, 1976 on the routes falling exclusively 
in the areas of Meghalaya (Shilloug-Jowai Klhliehriat, Shill ing-Jowai-Garampani and Shillong- 
Dawki-Tamabil) shall be allocated to the Government of Meghalaya, 

(5) The 35 buses (including De-luxe buses) actually in use on the Gauhati-Shillong rout* 
as on the 1st January, 1976 shall be allocated to the Government of Meghalaya and the 
reconstituted Corporation m the ratio of 27:8. This ratio shall apply to ordinary buses 
and others separately. If, for any reason, the actual number of buses in use falls short 
of the number of buses to be allocated to the Government of Meghalaya, the reconstituted 
Corporation, rfnall allot additional buses iu working order from its fleet in other areas to 
make good the deficiency. 


(6) Two buses out of the four operating on the Shillong-Silchar or Karimganj route and 
one out of the two buses operating on the Shillong-Jowai-Haflong route, as on the 1st 
January, 1976, shall be allocated to the Government of Meghalaya. 

(7) The spare buses, if any, maintained by the existing Corporation for operations, on all 
its routes as per the balance sheet as on the 31st March, 1970, shall be allocated between 
the reconstituted Corporation and the Government of Meghalaya in the ratio of 10:1, 
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(80 F° r tile purposes of evaluation, the book value, after providing for the admissible 
depreciation, or uie assets, lneniuing tnc rolling stock, as on t'ne appointed oay, snail be 
taken into account. 

(?) A Committee of representatives nominated by the Government of Assam and the 
Government of ivregnaiaya snail select tnc veuieies to be allocated to the Government of 
Megnataya. 

(16) Stores and spares in the books of the existing Corporation as on the 31st March, 
1970 snalt be divided between the Government of Meghalaya and the reconstituted Corpora¬ 
tion in tne ratio of 1:8 and the reconstituted Corporation shall make over to the Govern¬ 
ment of Meghalaya its share of such stores and spares. 

(11) All investments of the Depreciation Reserve Fund or Insurance Reserve Fund or 
other such lands snail be divided between the successor authorities in the same ratio in 
which such funds are divided. 

7. Other assets and liabilities.—All other assets (including deposits, cash and bank 
balances and liabilities of the existing Corporation as shown in its balance-sheets as on the 
31st March, 1970 and not spccihcaily dealt with in paragraph 5 and 6 shall be appointed 
between the reconstituted Corporation and the Government of Meghalaya in the prescribed 
ratio. 

8. Overall financial adjustments—Toe division of assets and liabilities under this part 
shall be subject to overall financial adjustment between the successor authorities in such a 
manner that tfie net assats, that is to say, the excess of assets over liabilities, accrue to the 
successor authorities in the prescribed ratio. 

PART IV— ALLOCATION OF EMPLOYEES 

9. Transfer and absorption of employees,—(1) The employees of the existing Corporation 
working in the areas of Meghalaya and engaged on the routes of that Corporation to be 
allocated to the Government of Meghalaya shall, stand transferred temporarily to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Meghalaya on the appointed day. 

(2) Oin request from the Government of Meghalaya, the reconstituted Corporation shall 
also allot temporarily to the Government of Meghalaya such other stag including running 
stag working on the Gauhati-Shillong route and other Inter-State routes (mentioned in para¬ 
graph 10), as may be required, to facilitate the operation of the bus services against tho 
permits to be transferred to it. 

(3) No Headquarters’ stag shall be transferred to tho Government of Meghalaya by the 
reconstituted Corporation. 

(4) Temporary allocation or transfer of employees, as mentioned in sub-paragraph (1) 
and (2) shall be subject to final absolution of the stag under the Government of Meghalaya 
on the basis of agreement to be arrived ‘at between the reconstituted Corporation and the 
Government of Meghalaya as early as may be practicable. 

PART V—ROUTE PERMITS 

10. Transfer of permits held by the existing Corporation.—(1) Subject to other provisions 
of this Part, any route permit granted to the existing Corporation, which immediately before 
the appointed day was valid and egective, shall; 

(a) g the permit relates to a route exclusively in Meghalaya, be deemed to have been 

granted to the Government of that State; 

(b) in any other case, continue to be a route permit of the reconstituted Corporation. 

(2) In respect of routes which, by virtue of the provisions of the North Eastern Areas 
(Reorganisation) Act, 1971 (81 of 1971), became inter-State routes on the 21st January, 
1972 the permits shall be allocated in the manner indicated in sub-paragraphs (3), (4) and 

(J). 
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( 3 j in respect of Shillong-Jowai-iiilchar or Karimganj route, 2 permits shall be allocated 
to the re-constituted Corporation and 2 to the tjovenuacm 01 Megrutwya. 

(4) In respect of Shitiong-Jowai-Hallong route, one permit shall be allocated to Hi® 
reconstituted Corporation ana one to the cjovernmeni oi ivieghuiaya. 

(.5) In respect of GauhaU-ShiUopg route, the permits shall be allocated as under:— 

A Truck Permits 

Government of Meghalaya 
Re-constituted Corporation 

B Bus Permits 

Government of Meghalaya 
Re-constituted Corporation 

C Car Permits 

Government of Meghalaya 
Re-constituted Corporation 

PART VI—CONTRACTS 

11. Where, before the appointed day, the existing Corporation has made any contract, 
that contract shall be deemed to have been made; 

(a) If the purposes of the contract are, as from the appointed day, relatable to 
the routes or areas exclusively falling within the territory of the State of 
Meghalaya by the Government of that State; 

(bO in all other cases, by the reconstituted Corporation and all rights and liabilities* 
which have accrued or may accrue under any such contract, shall, to the extent 
to which they would have been the rights or liabilities of the existing Corpora¬ 
tion, be the rights or liabilities of the Government of Meghalaya or the 
re-constitutcd Corporation, as the case may be. 

PART VII—LEGAL PROCEEDINGS 

12. Where immediately before the appointed day, the existing Corporation is a party to 
any legal proceedings with respect to any property, rights or liabilities transferred to any 
successor authority, as from the appointed day, the latter shall be deemed to be substi¬ 
tuted for the existing Corporation as a party to theso proceedings or added as a new 
party thereto, as the case may be, and the proceedings may continue accordingly. 

PART Vffl.—OTHER MATTERS 

13. Residuary assets and liabilities. —(1) All liabilities prior to the 31st March, 1970 and 
relating to transactions prior to that day but not included in the balance sheet on account 
of income tax, passenger tax and goods tax or any other tax or on account of suits having 
arisen or which may arise or are pending in any Court or any claim under adjudication or 
claims which may arise relating to accidents or any other claim* preferred or which may 
be preferred against the existing Corporation and not specifically provided for in this Order 
shall be divided as also refunds made between the re-constituted Corporation and the Gov¬ 
ernment of Meghalaya in the prescribed Patio. 

(2) Any payment which may be found due to the existing Corporation pertaining to 
'the period prior to the 31st March, 1970, and not included in the balance sheet of the 
existing Corporation shall be divided between the successor authorities in the prescribed 
ratio. 

(3) All other assets and liabilities of the existing Corporation as on the 31st March, 
1970 not Included in its balance sheet or not provided for in this Order specifically shall 
bo apportioned between the re-constituted Corporation and the Government of Meghalaya 
in the prescribed ratio. 

14. Power of the Central Government to order adjustments tn certain cases.—Where 

by virtue of any provisions of this Order any of the successor authorities b*comes entitled 
to any property or obtains any benefit or becomes subject to any liability and the Central

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Government on a reference made within a period of three years from the appointed day 
by a successor authority is of opinion that it is just and equitable that 
that property or those benefits should be shared with, or that a contribution towards that 
liability should be made by, the other successor authority, I'ne said property or benefits 
shall be allocated between the successor authorities in such a manner, or a successor 
authority shah make to the other successor authority primarily subject to the liability, 
such contribution in respect thereof, as the Central Government may, after consultation 
with the successor authorities concerned, determine. 

15. Matters not specially covered In the Order.—Any matter not covered by any of the 
provisions of this Order shall be settled by mutual agreement between the Government of 
Meghalaya and the Government of Assam. 

16. Disagreement In Implementation.—In case of any disagreement in the implementation 
of this Order, it shall be referred to the Central Government for adjudication and that 
Government shall thereupon decide the same.
